Sir: 

This is in response to the final official action dated November 19, 2002, wherein the 
claims were objected to and were variously rejected imder 35 U.S.C. §112, first and second 
paragraphs, and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). The applicants respectfully traverse the present rejections 
of the claims in view of the following amendment and remarks. 



I. AMENDMENT 

Please amend the application as follows. 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend claims 7, J, 22, 23, and 28-32 as follows. 



1. (Twice Amended) L-Lysine-producing bacteria of the species Corynebacterium 
glutamicum comprising an overexpressed wild type pyc gene of Corynebacterium 
glutamicum encoding pyruvate carboxylase and an overexpressed wild type dapA gene of 
Corynebacterium glutamicum encoding dihydrodipicolinate synthase, wherein over- 
expression of said pyc gene is achieved by increasing the copy number of said pyc gene 
wherein overexpression of said dapA gene is achieved by using a dapA promoter selected 
from the group consisting of: the dapA promotor comprising the MC20 mutation as set forth 
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
